Foreign  Market  Developments: 

Notice  of  Foreign  Proposals  Concerning  Standards  in  Agriculture.  As  reouired 
of  all  signatories  to  the  GATT  Standards  Code,  the  following  notifications  of 
foreign  proposed  standards-related  rules  have  been  provided  for  the 
information  and  comment  of  interested  agencies  and  firms.  The  Technical 
Office  invites  inquiries  from  anyone  who  believes  that  any  of  the  proposed 
regulations  notified  under  this  heading  could  cause  a  trade  problem.  From 
time  to  time  we  also  receive  proposals  through  our  embassies  in  foreign 
countries,  as  is  the  case  this  week.  Requests  for  copies  or  Questions  can  be 
referred  to  Carolyn  Wilson,  USPA  Technical  Office,  Room  5530  South  Agriculture 
Building,  Washington,  D.C.  20250;  or  phone  (202)  382-1327.  Anyone  interested 
in  commenting  on  the  proposals  should  include  the  TBT  Notification  Number  in 
their  communication. 

Japan  -  TBT  Notification  83.219  The  Japanese  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Forestry 
and  Fisheries  has  proposed  an  amendment  (product. covered  -  rabies  vaccine)  to 
the  Standard  on  Rabies  Vaccine.  The  amendment  would  change  tne  production 
method  for  rabies  vaccine  from  the  method  using  suckling  mouse  (or  goat)  brain 
to  the  tissue  culture  method.  The  objective  and  rationale  for  the  proposal  is 
to  ensure  efficiency  and  safety  of  vaccine.  Final  date  for  comments  is 
January  31,  1984. 


Singapore  -  The  Technical  Office  recently  received  word  that  the  Government  of 
Singapore  has  reviewed  the  possible  use  of  the  food  additives: 
(A)  calciumdi sodium  EDTA;  (B)  isopropyl  citrate  mixtures  (including 
monoisopropyl  citrate);  and  (C)  furmaric  acid.  They  have  been  accepted  in 
principle.  Expanded  uses  of  sorbic  acid  and  benzoic  acid  in  various  food 
products  have  also  been  reviewed.  The  regulations  will  be  amended  accordingly.
